plain. "I have decided with great 
regret to accept Menon's resigna- 
tion," he told leaders of the Con- 
gress party. Nehru said he was 
accepting the resignation because 
the unending and mounting con- 
troversy around his closest asso- 
ciate would" inevitably impede the 
defense effort.' 


But Menon continues to live 


across the street from Nehru's of- 
ficial residence, within easy reach 
of the prime minister whenever 
Nehru wants to consult him.
